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The Angoumois Grain Moth 


By R. E. Underwood, C ounty Agent 


Among tho outstanding farm prob­ 
lems in Adams county at the present 
time, tho control cf the Angoumois 
grain moth in one of the most serious. 
This insert \i 1322 cut at least five 
million bushels off the wheat crop of 
the southeastern counties and in 1923 
nearly as much damage was done. 
I think that this year of any that we 
have had, on account of the* rather 
unusual 
weather1 
conditions, 
the 
fanners should hnv^,their attention 
called to the danger of'waiting until 
after the foreoart of September to 
thresh their wheat and urged to get 
this work done as, soon as possible 
after threshing. 
At the present time 
in barns where cleanup ha not taken 
place, the moth is working 
and this 
means only a re-infestation of the 
grain in the bins and, if th * weather 
influences have increased the breedl­ 
ing of the moth in the field, we must 
he fearful of an outbreak in Septem­ 
ber or in early October. 
Why cannot this insect be control­ 
led? No good run in can be given. 
The obstancles in the way of get­ 
ting perf< ct remits against this im­ 
portant insect are not serious.
